Suspicious 
device found 
near fire site

What fire department off] ci als 
are describing as a "device," may 
provide the answers to the Loon 
Lake Landing fire last November. 
At this time, the investigation of 
the fire in Antioch Township' is 
still ongoing. 

"It was found east of the 
building in a field," said a 
'representative from the, fire'; 
department. "I believe it will aid 
in the investigation by the Lake 
County Sheriff's Department." 
The device was discovered by a. 
Loon Lake resident who then 
called the fire department. 

The fire, which was 
discovered at about 6 a.m. on 
Tuesday, Nov. 30, 1993, 
completely destroyed the 
restaurant. The Lake County

According to newspaper reports,- 
while none of the. children were 
seriously injured, the bus did tip 
over. 

"A Laldlaw bus driver tipped 
over a bus injuring 17 students.

Zoning appeal to be 
heard on senior housing

Judge Steven Walters will be reviewing the denial, by the Lake 
County Zoning Board of Appeals, to grant a variance to the Antioch 
Country Inn on April 29. A variance was needed to build an assisted- 
living residence for senior citizens on Grass Lake Road because of the 
unavailability of sewers and water. 

The developers would also need to cut down a large amount of trees 
to build the facility. Residents living near the proposed site objected to 
the center and those testifying at the public hearings were named as 
defendants in the administrative review. 

"I think it is a great idea. We need senior housing," said County 
Board Member Suzi Schmidt "However, the problem is the septic 
fields and the loss of trees." 

The contract owner of the property is Virginia Ross, who is execu- 
tive director for New Life Options for the Vital Elderly. The Antioch 
Country Inn project would include private rooms, 17 acres of wooded 
grounds and gardens in a "bed and breakfast" style of living. It is pro- 
jected to cost residents less than 40-60 percent below traditional nurs- 
ing homes. 
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P r ob ation ary period extended 

The probationary period for new Antioch Police officers has 
been extended from 12 months to 18 months. The time was 
extended upon a request from Police Chief Miller because new 
officers are in school for 10 weeks, reducing the time to evaluate 
a hew officer to only 91/2 months. The police union signed off 
on the request and the Antioch Village Board has approved the 
extension. 

Lots of water 

Last week's fire on Route 45 had an impact on more than the 
owner of the property. The Village of Antioch received a num- 
ber of calls regarding rusty water. The "red" water was a result 
of the over 150,000 gallons of water needed to put out the fire.

The reformed Woodcrest 
Association has elected officers to 
head up the organization this 
month.

Carol 
Jonites, a treasurer from Fclter's 
Association, a neighboring group, 
told the audience of that associa- 
tion's experience with liability. 

"Three or four years ago 
someone had a party at our club- 
house. A man jumped off the pier 
into two feet of water," Jonites 
told the homeowners. "The man 
sued and got $250,000. Believe it 
or not; they can come back at you. 
You have been very lucky." 

After mailing out over 190 let- 
ters to homeowners within the 
subdivision, a large group showed 
up for the Saturday morning 
meeting. Two representatives 
from the insurance field also 
spoke to the group. 

"In order to cover us, we are 
going to open up a bank 
account," said BUI Liniewicz. 
•"After we start a bank account, we 
will send out a bill or invoice to 
the membership. Minimally, to 
start with, Including insurance, 
postage, recording fees, etc. . ., we. 
should assess people $50." 

The group also has decided to 
investigate garbage pick-up ser- 
vice for those Interested in a 



group rate within the subdivision. 
Costs currently range from $208 
per year to $308 a year for home- 
owners. According to Jonites, 
getting a group rate could repre- 
sent a savings of more than half 
the cost If garbage service is 
added to the dues, homeowners 
could expect an increase in the 
yearly association assessment 

In other action, two new 
members were added to the 
board of. directors. Bob 
Emmerich has taken the place of 
Dawn Jones.

At that 
time, more information will be 
available about the liability insur- 
ance and the progress of the liti- 
gation.

The Fox Waterway Agency 
(new name) has been talking to 
the men with the gold badges. 

Attempting to downplay the 
issue, Agency Executive Director 
Karen Kabbcs said there have 
been discussions with both 
McHenry County and Lake 
County sheriff departments 
regarding their contracts and var- 
ious options. 

Kabbcs explained options 
include eliminating the costly 
contracts altogether. "But we'll 
look very seriously before doing 
that," she said. 

Another option would be to 



reduce the amount of funding for 
the $40,000 a year contract for 
Lake and $30,000 a year for 
McHenry. 

"We knew money would be 
tight (this year)," explained 
Kabbcs abut the reason for con- 
sidering the budget cuts. 

Talks between the agency and 
the sheriffs marine units, who 
patrol, the lakes and river, have 
been going on since February. 

If the agency does decide to 
do away with the longtime sher- 
iffs contracts, their plan is to 
patrol the waters themselves. 

"There's always a fine line 
With law enforcement and 
being courteous," explained 



the director. 

Kabbcs said one of the big 
reasons for the possible future 
change in law enforcement may 
be because the agency received a 
lot of concerns from boaters 
about being stopped and 
harassed by police. 

"During the campaign people 
raised questions about patrol and 
how they deal with boaters. We 
want to make sure this stays a' 
recreational area, and we want 
them (boaters) to enjoy the 
tourism," Kabbcs said. 

"We don't want to make a big 
deal of it We're hoping to work it 
out with the sheriffs," stated 
Kabbcs,

Personal safety, violence 
management, and practical sclf- 
defense, were discussed by Dave 
Bcaman, sponsored by the St. 
Peters Family Association last 
week. The seminar was well 
attended by both adults and chil- 
dren, and was chock-full of help- 
ful Information. 

"Most attackers do not kill 
their victims," Bcaman told the 
audience. " But, no property Is 
worth getting hurt for." 

Bcaman's company, Dave 
Bcaman's Progressive Self- 
Defense Training, offers violence 
management seminars and prac- 
tical self-defense training for 
both adults, teens and children. 
His training focus is very different 
than that offered by instructors 
teaching traditional styles. 

"While most of the traditional 
styles Include training that Is 
claimed to be useful for, self- 
defense purposes, the actual use- 
fulness of this training in an 
assault situation is very much in 
doubt," explains Beaman. This 
is so for several reasons." 

Bcaman goes on to explain 
that much of the traditional 
training is limited in scope. 
Some disciplines are limited to 
teaching the "hard" styles such 
as kicking or striking techniques. 
Others arc limited to "soft" styles 
which tend to teach strategies 
such as ground defenses and 
joint locking but fail to teach the 
hard styles. 

Another criticism of the tradi- 
tional program is that there is too- 
great an emphasis on the "sport- 
ing" aspects of martial arts. 
"Remember, in a crisis, you will 
respond the way you train; so, if 
you want to be able to defend 
yourself, you must train for 
defense, not for sport." 

Bcaman's system is more pro- 
gressive and broadly based. It is 
taught in a relaxed atmosphere 



with students wearing ordinary 
street clothing and shoes. "It is 
more realistic to expect that you 
will have shoes on at the time of 
an attack," explains Bcaman. 

Bcaman's presentation to the 
school Included a review of per- 
sonal safety devices he has for 
sale. Many of the items were inex- 
pensive and easy to use. 

Other advice from Bcaman 
included the need to diversify 



items carried In a purse. He sug- 
gested that keys should be put in 
one pocket, folding money else- 
where, and credit cards in yet' 
another place. > Fanny packs, 
Bcaman said, are the safest type 
of purse to carry. ** 

The program was very helpful 
and Bcaman is available to offer 
the presentation to area groups 
and businesses. For more infor- 
mation, call 662-8605.

Eight District Congressman 
Philip M. Crane and seven other 
congressional leaders in the 
House and Senate on interna- 
tional trade met with President 
Clinton to discuss renewing most 
favored nation (MFN) status for 
China. President Clinton must 
make a decision on the issue by 
early June. 

Congressman Crane is the 
ranking (senior) Republican 
member of the Trade 
Subcommittee of the House 
Ways and Means Committee. He 
was the only House Republican 
invited to the meeting. 

Illinois annually exports well 



over $100 million in products to 
China Important Illinois exports 
Include paper, chemicals, elec- 
tronics, machinery, computers 
and agriculture. One leading 
exporter is Motorola which Is 
based in Schaumburg in the 
Eighth Illinois Congressional 
District 

Congressman Crane favors 
renewing MFN status for China, 
although he believes China 
should Improve its human rights 
position. 

"We cannot allow our inter- 
national competitors to take 
over the China market which 
is so important to our econo- 



my," Congressman Crane 
declared. "At the same time, 
China must continue to grant 
increased freedom to its citi- 
zens." 

During the discussion, 
Congressman Crane pointed 
out to President Clinton that 
the ailing former president, 
Richard Nixon, opened the 
door to China. The move, he 
noted, not only reversed the 
role of a former enemy, but 
also resulted In the creation of 
a market for billions of dollars 
in U.S. trade, and an impres- 
sive improvement of condi- 
tions for the Chinese people.

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Tax cap to be challenged in the courts

As the tax cap enters its third 
year in Illinois, the Fair Tax Policy 
Committee, along with a number 
of other plaintiffs arc seeking to 
have the tax cap declared uncon- 
stitutional. The defendants in the 
suit include Governor Jim Edgar, 
Doug Whitley, former director of 
the Illinois Department of 
Revenue, Thomas Hyncs, asses- 
sor for Cook County, and the 
county clerks and treasurers of 
Cook and the collar counties. 

While residents of Lake 
County arc fairly familiar with the 
tax cap, ' other taxing i bodies 
throughout the state arc not sub- 



ject to the same formulas. The 
collar counties which surround 
Cook County and include Lake, 
arc subject to a maximum of 
cither 5 percent or the Consumer 
Price Index (CPI), whichever is 
lower. The tax rate Is applied to 
the current equalized assessed 
valuation (EAV). 

Cook County has no tax cap 
limitation, although the tax rate is 
based on the prior year's EAV. All 
other counties in the state of 
Illinois use both the current EAV 
and have ho tax cap limitation. 
The tax cap was instituted to 
combat the expected sky-rocket- - 
ing of taxes as the land values sur- 
rounding Chicago began to 



increase rapidly. 

While many school districts 
arc very publicly struggling with 
the limitations on the amounts 
they can levy, the tax cap affects 
all taxing bodies. This includes 
park districts, library districts, vil- 
lages, townships, and even fire 
districts. 

"We arc foregoing $1/4 mil- 
lion of our wealth this year," said 
retiring superintendent of 
Antioch's District 34, Donald 
Skidmorc. . "Even though we 
don't have access to the increas- 
ing EAV, the state aid formula 
treats it as if we do." 

There is a "savings clause" in 
the tax cap act which is supposed 



to protect schools from decreas- 
ing amounts of state aid. 
However, the result is still a 
reduction of state aid at a time 
when the schools arc limited by 
the tax cap. 

"School districts in collar 
counties had smaller tax bases to 
start with," explained Richard 
Huszagh, one of the attorneys 
representing the plaintiffs. in the 
lawsuit. "Now , all of a sudden 
the areas arc expanding rapidly. . 
. . The problem is that the tax cap 
formula robs all but the richest 
school districts." 

"I think that the tax cap is the 
homeowner's salvation," said 
Marvin Raymond of IRATE, a 



Llbertyvillc-bascd taxpayer's 
, watchdog group. • "There has 
been talk to extend the tax cap to 
those areas in Cook County, out- 
side of Chicago." 

The steering committee of the 
Fair Tax Policy group feels differ- 
ently about the issue. The group 
has been approaching school 
boards in Lake County seeking 
contributions to the litigation. 

The suit, which is not a class 
action law suit, maintains that 
the tax cap violates Art DC Section 
4 (Uniformity Clause), Art IV 
Section 2 and 13 (Due Process 
and Equal Protection Clause and 
Special Legislative Clause) of the '

Lake County Forest Preserve 
District officials and the Friends 
of Ryerson Woods locked heads 
over the route of the Dcs Plaines 
River trail that would cut through 
Ryerson Woods. 

Michael Fcnelon, Director of 
the Forest Preserve's 

Development, Restoration and 
Planning Committee, outlined 
the district's proposal to extend 
the Des Plaines River : trail 
' through Ryerson Woods. 

. Members from the Friends of 
Ryerson, on the other hand, pre- 
sented an alternative "greenway" 
along the west side of the river 
across from Ryerson Woods. 

According . to Fcnelon, the 
Forest Preserve's plans would 
connect the Des Plaines River 
trail system from. the Wisconsin 
border to Cook County. This area 



of the trail would .also provide 
ample space for bike and horse 
riders. 

"This is the last section which 
we have not been able to get an 
agreement on, Fenelon said of 
the final link of the county-long 
trail. 

The Friends of Ryerson argue 
that bikes and horses through 
Ryerson could harm existing 
ecosystems. 

Thomas Donnelley, 

Chairman of the Friends Board, 
said,' "It would be wrong to slam a 
major construction project for a ,' 
wide multi-use trail right through 
the heart of one of our state's 
major natural resources— espe- 
cially when another alternative 
exists." 

George Ranncy Jr., Vice 
Chairman of Friends, listed rea- 
sons why a trail west of the woods 
would be a better alternative. 



•A greenway is needed to pro- 
tect the edges of both sides of the 
river. 

• The plan would allow public 
access to the west side of the river 
edge. 

• Landowners on the west side 
of the river would be encouraged 
to hand over some of their land 
because much of it is designated 
as wedands and would be subject 
to government regulations. - 

• The western alternative 
could be less expensive than con- 
structing two bridges across the 
river to connect the Forest 
Preserve trail. 

Ranney later .said that the 
Friends of Ryerson support a trail 
along the river, but they want a 
trail that best preserves the sensi- 
' tive character of Ryerson Woods. 
."Our only point is to avoid 
Ryerson Woods," said Ranncy, 
adding that horses and mountain 



bikes could destroy the wedands 
as well as the habitats of endan- 
gered animals that use the area 
for nesting purposes. ■ 

Fenelon contended that 
landowners along the west bank 
have not conceded -to giving up ■ 
their property, while Ranncy said 
the landowners have been. sup- 
portive of Ryerson and negotia- 
tions with property owners arc 
pending. . 

Fenelon went on to say that 
, the new trail would run through - 
current farm fields, .an apple - 
orchard and existing trails. 
' "The area we're going through 
is a nice area, but we're following 
existing trails," said Fenelon. "We 
are away from the most environ- 
mentally sensitive areas." 

In addition, the question over 
securing property from landowners ' 
was referred to a Forest Preserve 
land acquisition committee. 



Wisconsin Central train leaves fiery path

It was the combination of a 
frozen train wheel, strong winds, 
a lack of rain, and a shower of - 
sparks that caused hundreds of 
little fires along the Wisconsin 
Central Railroad tracks Saturday. 
A freight train traveling south- 
bound was responsible for all the 
damage. 

According to area police and 
fire departments, the fires ranged 
from Kenosha, Wis. to Fairfield 
Road, in Lake Villa. The strong 
winds and sparks from a railroad 
car caused a chain fire which kept 
firefighters tied up trying to con- 
tain the flames. 

"We had to shut down the 
railroad until the fires were out. 
We had to put units down the 
tracks," said Antioch's Deputy 
Chief Dennis VoUing. "The fires 
were in a number of locations. 
The problem wasn't noticed until 
the train was down to Lake Villa." 

Approximately 100 acres in 
the fire district were destroyed by 
fire. Despite the wide area of 
destruction, firefighters were able 
to keep property damage to a 
I minimum, with only six scrap 
cars at Herb's Auto destroyed by 
.fire. 

"It was caused by a hot wheel 
on the track," said Lt. Brock 



Millsop of Lake Villa Fire 
Department. "The wheel drags 
on the track and they go flat caus- 
ing sparks to fly out on the grass." 
Millsop said with a strong 
westerly wind the numerous 
small fires spread from Grass 
Lake Road all the way to the 
Bridge on Route 83. He said the 
department battled the blazes 
from about 2:30 to 8 p.m. He said 
there were so many fires the dis- 
patchers couldn't keep up with 
the phone calls. 

The six cars ignited quickly 
because gas was in them. "At 
Herb's Auto six cars used for 
scrap were consumed by fire," 
Millsop said. 

Other then the cars, most 
property was spared from the 
flames. "We saved all the proper- 
ty areas. Only the . marshes and 
grasslands burned," Millsop said. 
' The Antioch and Lake Villa 
Fire Departments were joined 
with 26 units, 10 agencies, and 
over 200 firefighters to battle the 
blazes. Also, the fire chief of 
Round Lake assisted at com- 
mand. The fires took roughly 
four hours to be put out 

Other fire departments who 
assisted in fighting the fires north 
of Grass Lake Road included, Fox 
Lake, Round Lake, Spring Grove, 
Newport, Gurncc and Grayslake.

A mom with two children in 
their formative years recounted 
the struggle to "keep them on the 
right track" with gang activity 
exploding on all sides. Call her 
experience "Motherhood in the 
90's." 

"Most people have no idea 
what's going on (gangs). Pressure 
on the kids is tremendous. Gang 
leaders arc recruiting from, all 
walks of life. Even kids from good 
families are getting involved. 

"It's insane. This whole thing 
is like a nightmare," the earnest 
young mother said, shaking her 
head. 

The woman's story was more 
than a little unsettling The family 
doesn't reside In an inner city pro- 
ject high rise. They're white and 
they live In a Lakeland suburb. 

What was intriguing was one 
of the solutions sounded by the 
worried parent to society's dilem- 
ma combating gang influence. 

"Kids are all alike. They like 
excitement, doing things that are 



different and fun, especially on 
the spur of the moment. I'm 
afraid," the mom continued seri- 
ously, "that in our families today, 
where parents are working and 
involved in lots of things there 
just isn't enough time for plain 
old fun together, just going off 
and doing something different" 

So the mom posed a question. 
"Why don't parents fill the void in 
their children's lives of doing fun 
and exciting things together?

Love them, comfort them, BE 
with them," the mom advised. 

And, above all, parents 




shouldn't be afraid to give the 
kids a whack If some punishment 
and discipline are warranted, the 
mom emphasized Don't leave it 
to the gang leaders to teach 
respect and discipline. 

Well said, mom. Simple, 
straight forward. Common sense. 

The mom's plain talk dove- 
tailed nicely with a favorite theo- 
ry on dealing with youthful law- 
breaking and violence. Return 
paddling in the grade schools so 
youngsters can be taught disci- 
pline and respect. 

Parental love and attention 
might not solve all the problems 
of society, but it might head off 
the need for bigger and better 
detention centers, more jails and 
all the billions spent to patch over 
a society that seems to be tearing 
apart.

Board doesn't learn

It appears we are soon going to learn 
again how poorly our Lake County 
Board represents the strong wishes of 



its 'constituents. 

In 1983 after the residents of Lake \ 
Forest strongly opposed non-residential 
uses for land north of Route 60, the 
Conway Farms Partners, approached the 
Lake County Board in 1986 and 1987 to get 
the zoning changes they requested. The 
County Board acquiesced to their requests 
and now we have Conway Office Park. 

Due to the Lake County Board's han- 
dling of the Conway Office Park zoning, 
now Lake Forest and Mertawa suffer from 
traffic gridlock in the vicinity of Route 60 
and the 294 Tollway. We learned our les- 
son about the terrible effects of the 
Conway office development, but did the 
Lake County Board? 

In 1992 and 1993 Lincolnshire, 
Mertawa, and Lake Forest followed a state 
certified process agreeing to a comprehen- 
sive plan affecting all of the- undeveloped 
land touching the borders of these three 
municipalities. The duly elected officials of 
Lincolnshire, Mcttawa, and Lake Forest 
formed the LM.L Committee and formal- 
ly approved this Comprehensive Land 
Agreement which specified large lot resi- . 
dential and open space zoning for this 
area. 

Against the loud protests of Mettawa 
residents, expensive legal resistance by 
Mettawa's attorneys, and objections by 
Lake Forest and Lincolnshire, the W. W. 
Grainger Company insists upon proceed- 
ing with their international headquarters 
office park in the already congested 
Lincolnshire, Mettawa, Lake Forest- 
Toll way area. 

Just as the Lake County Board joined 
the Highwood, Lake Forest, Highland Park 
(H.LH.) Plan for Fort Sheridan, the Lake 
County Board should support the legally 
constituted LM.L Committee agreement 
and resist the efforts of an industrial devel- ' 
oper to break the existing residential zon- 
ing as well as the LM.L planned zoning. 

The LM.L area does not need more, 
precedent setting commercial develop- 
ment with its attendant increase in traffic.

For many, an outing at the 
bowling lanes is reserved for a 
rainy day. Why, then, did more 
than J300 bowlers gather at 
Hawthorn Lanes in Vernon Hills 
when the weather outside was 
near perfect April 24? 

The answer is simple and 
well-meaning. They came to raise 
funds and to "Bowl for Kids' 
Sake" for the Lake County Big 
Brothers and Big Sisters organi- 
zation. 

Big Brothers and Big Sisters 
matches children who come from 
single-parent families with adult 
volunteers who stand in as big 
brothers and big sisters for three 
to five hours a week for a year. 

According to Harry Nicol, 
Executive Director of Lake 
County Big Brothers and Big 
Sisters, there arc approximately 
100 Big Brothers and Big Sisters 
matched with 100 children and 
another 65 on a waiting list. 

"We hope to maintain and to 
expand more Big Brothers and 
Big Sisters so we can match them 
with more children," Nicol said. 
"We don't lack children to be 
matched." 

Right now, there arc more 
than 3,000 kids from single-par- 
ent homes in Lake County. 

Nicol noted that single-parent 
families tend to be poor, with 80 
percent of the children matched 



coming from families earning less 
than $20,000 a year. 

"Children from single-parent 
homes have a much greater likeli- 
hood to drop out of school, to be 
abusers of alcohol and other 
drugs, and to fall into patterns of 
depression," Nicol said. 

"Bowl for Kids' Sake" is a 
nationwide bowl-a-thon. In Lake 
County, others participated in 
the bowl-a-thon at Bcrtrand 
Lanes in Waukcgan. 

Nicol said he hopes to raise 
$60,000 through both bowl-a- 
thons. 

Bowlers sought pledges from 
friends, neighbors and co-work- 
ers for each pin knocked down or 
for each game in general. 

Area businesses also extended 
a giving hand as 20 different cor- 
porations donated $250 to spon- 
sor a lane. Overall, $10,000 was 
raised through corporate spon- 
sors. 

Members from the Lake 
County Municipal Clerks were 
also on hand to "spare" their 
bowling skills toward the event. 

"We thought it would be a 
good idea to work for Lake 
County as a whole for our kids," 
said Colleen Kasting, Village 
Clerk in Mundclein. - 

All in all, kids of all ages, their 
parents and business representa- 
tives gave up the perfect weather 
outside to "Bowl for Kids' Sake."

Illinois Constitution. . 

"As the lawyers, we are not 
taking a position on legislative 
policy decisions," explained 
Huszagh. "We arc just saying that 
the way they are doing it is dis- 
criminatory." 

The lawsuit was originally 
filed on Jan. 29 of 1992. After a 
status hearing in November of 
1993, the case was dismissed, 
with prejudice. A notice to 
appeal was filed with the 
Appellate Court in December, 
1993. It is expected to be argued 
in the fall of 1994. 

A possible alternative to 
school district's financial woes 
may lie in S.B. 141. This legisla- 
tion cleared the Illinois Senate 
Revenue Committee last week. 

Senate Bill' 1 41 would allow a 
school district to impose a per- 
sonal income tax up to 2 percent. 
This tax would impact only those 
residents in the school district 
and must be imposed only after a 
referendum. 

The bill would also require 
that at least 50 percent of. the 
money collected through the 
income tax be used to abate 
property tax extensions for the 
school district. In this way, 
renters as well as property own- 
ers would be responsible for 
financing their schools.

The prestigious award is pre- 
sented annually and recognizes a 
high level of commitment to 
environmental excellence on the 
part of station management and 
staff. 



"Zion Station treats approxi- 
mately 300,000 gallons of water 
per day," says Michael Lippcth, 
supervisor of the Station's 
Wastewater Facility. "The water, 
which contains impurities such 
as oil and dirt, is collected from 
floor and equipment drains 
throughout the station and rout- 
ed to the wastewater treatment 
plant on site. At the facility, the 
water is purified through a physi- 
cal and chemical treatment 



process. The treated water is 
almost as clear as drinking water 
prior to being returned to Lake 
Michigan." 

"The combined efforts of Mike 
Lippeth and the Zion Station 
team made winning this award 
possible," says Station Manager 
Tony Broccolo.

Without frees, our communities can 
take on the same properties as the 
parched, sandy deserts. How we com- 
bat this trend Is a matter of planning, 
planting, and progress. 

In the middle of the summer, as you 
walk down the streets of any town you 
can feel the heat radiating off the 
hoods of cars. Blinding sun rays reflect 
off store winders, asphalt surfaces feel 
mushy and everything looks dry.

of two to three toilet flushes. 

During the 1970's energy crisis, we 
didn't stop driving our cares or heating 
our homes; we Just built more fuel effi- 
cient cars and turned down the heat. 
According to experts, a post drought 
period Is not the time to stop, planting 
trees, but a time to plant drought toler- 
ant species, and to conserve water to 
Irrigate new and existing trees. 

Planting trees Is not the only compo- 
nent in this equation to conserve. You 
need to make the Investment to main- 
tain the trees that provide a landscape 
to look at and a natural energy saver as 
well. For every .dollar spent to maintain 
trees, the benefits are returned In alr- 
condltionlng savings, dust reduction, 
the slowing of storm water runoff and a 
greater appreciation In property val- 
ues. 

Established trees need an average 
of 11000 gallons of water a year— the 
same amount that an average person 
uses In 10 days. However, sick trees are 
costly to treat, Drought distressed trees 
are more susceptible to disease and 
Insect Infestations. The cost of treat- 
ments or removal can run as high as 
$2,000— much higher than the cost of 
the water to maintain their health. 

Planting trees in the "urban desert" 
requires an investment of time and 
resources. It Is important to plant 
drought-tolerant trees and care for 
them properly to keep costs low while 
keeping their benefits high,

Its 
light grey stems with Its nice open wide 
shape do produce winter Interest In the 



garden. Some .favorites are the ame- 
lanchier, grandlflora does select,, or 
autumn.brllllance. 

The plant that should be flowering 
soon Is the redbud. This plant, produces 
a purple flower that Is borne all along 
the branches and. will flower for, about 
three to four weeks. A. large heart- 
shaped leaf follows the flower. Be sure 
that this plant has been grown In the 
Lake County area since d" northern 
seed source plant will survive many 
years. 

Also, this plant needs a well-drained 
site and should be planted In a pro- 
tected area. For these, reasons some 
people tend to shy away from this 
plant. However, with proper site selec- 
tion, this plant will bring years of enjoy- 
ment to your gardens.

Mowing actually encourages your 
lawn to grow horizontally and spread 
Into a thick carpet that can choke out 
weeds. It's most beneficial to observe 
the one-third rule and mow frequently 
enough to clip only one-third of the 
grass blade. Why? Because removing 
more than one-third of the grass blade 
can create a shallow roof system. A 
deeper root system Is desirable 
because it allows your lawn to And wa- 
ter and soil nutrients more easily. 
especially In hot weather. 



If always mowed In the same 
pattern, grass can develop a lean that 
results In skipped spots and an uneven 
cut.' It's best to change directions 
every time you mow ana overlap each 
swatn by about 4-lriches to ensure a 
smooth cut. Turn your mower on 
sidewalks and driveways when you 
can to help prevent scuffing the turf. 

Mowing with a sharp blade set at a 
high cutting height Is another way to 
help your lawn develop a deeper root 
system.

Motorola's Subscriber Group 
announced plans to expand its 
cellular telephone operations by 
building a new manufacturing, 
engineering, and administrative 
facility in Harvard, III. " 

According to David Pinsky, " 
public relations specialist for 
Motorola, the facility will be sim- 
ilar to the existing one in 
Libertyvilic. 

"The plant will design, manu- 
facture, and distribute cellular 
phones for the world," Pinsky 
said. 

The need for the additional 
facility is due to the rapid growth 
in the telecommunications 



industry. The increased demand 
for cellular phones over the past 
decade is ah integral part of that 
growth and subsequently, 
Motorola in Libertyvilic has 
grown. Approximately 16 million 
subscribers in the U.S. alone have 
signed on for cellular phone ser- 
vice since it became available in 
1984. 

* "The city of Harvard met the 
attributes that were most impor- 
tant to Motorola during our 
search including that the location 
be within a reasonable distance 
to our Llbertyville plant and that 
Harvard offers the flexibility for 
growth that the cellular market- 
place continues to demand." said 
Robert N. Weiss hap pel, senior 



vice president and general man- 
ager. 

The products the new facility 
is expected to design, manufac- 
ture and distribute to the world 
market, which already entails 
over 80 countries, include 
portable, personal, transportable 
and mobile telephones and the 
accessories that enhance those 
products. 

This will be Motorola's fourth 
major cellular facility in the world 
and the second in the U.S- 
Essentially, Motorola will be dou- 
bling its cellular capabilities on 
U.S. soil. The Libertyville plant, 
completed just two years ago, 
houses 1.2 million-square- feet of 
space. The plans for the Harvard 



facility put it at roughly 1 million- 
square feet 

"We will model the new facili- 
ty after the Libertyville location," 
said Pinsky, "We have a good 
work force here." 

The Harvard facility is.expect- 
ed to generate 2,000 to 3,000 new 
jobs, a good number of which arc 
anticipated to come from the 
Lake County labor pool. Two 
thirds of those jobs will be in 
manufacturing and assembly 
with the rest comprising admin-. 
istrative, management, and per- 
sonnel. 

The new plant will not affect 
Motorola's Grayslake facility, 
which manufactures cordless 
telephones for household use.

Imagine commuting to work 
in a car that produces no air or 
noise pollution.

Commonwealth Edison and the 



Ford Motor Company have their 
way, this dream may not be far 
from reality. 

The Ecostar, a prototype elec- 
tric vehicle produced by Ford and 
leased to companies like ComEd, 



is a glimpse into the future of 
transportation. 

Powered by an exotic $40,000 
sodium-sulfur battery, the 
Ecostar is perhaps the most con- 
vincing argument yet for the via-

bility of electric vehicles. The 
performance of the car, a modi- 
fied European' Escort delivery 
van, closely approximates the 
performance of an economy car. 
Although a to 60 mph time of 
16.5 seconds may seem slow, the 
car's electric motor produces its 
maximum torque at zero rpm, 
allowing the car. brisk a round - 
town acceleration. With a top 
speed electronically limited to 70 
mph, even highway cruising 
poses no problem. 

Even with the high-tech bat- 
tery, the Ecostar is still best suited 
to commuting. The vehicle's 
range is a little over 100 miles, not 
enough for cross country touring, 
but more than ample for a trip to 
the office and back. 

Fully recharging the battery is 
possible in six to seven hours 
from a 220 VAC outlet, like that 
used by home clothes dryers. 
The pull-out power cord can also 
be plugged into a standard 110 
VAC wall outlet, although this 
extends recharging time to 26 
hours. 

Manufacturers like Ford have 
been spurred to develop mar- 
ketable electric vehicles in part by 
a new state law in California that, 
i beginning in 1998, will require 2 
percent of California automobile 
sales to be zero-emission vehi- 
cles. Currently, only pure electric 
vehicles can qualify as ZEVs. This 
makes production and sales of 
electric vehicles a necessity for

Shelter, both from the elements 
and taxation, are provided 
through owning a home. Often 
times we make the decision to 
improve the property with 
upgrades In hopes of Increasing 
the value upon the sale. Although 
home Improvements can gener- 
ally increase both the appeal and 
the value, you might want to take 
a minute and make a few points 
clear. - 

When deciding to make a 
major Improvement, bear in 
mind that you as the homeowner, 
will be enjoying the use of the 
improvement during the time 
you own the home. Depreciation 
through normal wear and tear 
should be considered. 

For example, when choosing 
to rccarpct the home, remember 
that although even one year of 
use is minimal, the carpeting is 
no longer brand new, as would be 
found in new construction prop- 
erties. 

Certainly fresh newer carpet- 
ing enhances any home immedi- 
ately, and generally brings in 
more money than the same home 
with dated colors and worn car- 
peting condition. The idea is not 
to expect full recovery of invest- 
ment from the buyer. . 

I recently interviewed a 
respected local... real- estate 
appraiser and learned a few of the , 
improvements that consistently 
bring a return on the dollar 
invested. 

Uuyers expect things like roofs 
to be adequate and utility ser- 
vices to be in working condition. 
The dollars invested in updating 
electrical service in a home 
directly benefit the homeowner, 
and although are very important 
to a buyer, are expected and 
assumed to be in a home. 

A healthy percentage of homes 
are purchased through the wife's 
perspective, which is the reason 
the modernized and updated 
kitchen can be counted on to 
return the investment 

Fresh paint and well main- 
tained flooring contribute to the 
cared for look of a home and are 
found to recover a portion of the 
dollars invested. 

Bathrooms that are improved 




can receive 
an CO per- 
cent recov- 
ery* when 
the proper- 
ty is sold. 
When you 
think about how often that par- 
ticular room is used, compared to 
a formal living or dining room' 
during the course of a normal 
family's week, the bathroom real- 
ly is high traffic. An attractive well 
done remodeling job is then a 
very good Investment 

Finished basements, I was 
told, can be much harder to 
recover. Finishing even a normal 
1,700 square foot home*' base- 
ment can run anywhere from 
$10,000 to $20,000, and an 
appraiser can usually only allot a 
fraction for the dollars invested. If 
your lifestyle and family needs 
require a finished basement, then 
it is no longer strictly an invest- 
ment decision. Just be prepared 
to recover less at closing, unless 
you've found a special buyer that 
is in desperate need of a base- 
ment like yours. Walk out base- 
ments can cost quite a bit more at 
building time, but seem to recov- 
er well on the resale. j 

If your family enjoys a pool, be 
aware that the investment may . 
not return what you think. In- 
ground pools are expensive to 
put in, and can be expensive to 
maintain. Finding a buyer that 
enjoys summer living with a pool 
is essential.

Evaluating international bonds, bond funds 



When interest rates began to decline in the 
United States, some investors looked to foreign 
bonds for higher income, and the strategy paid 
off— for a while. 

In 1986, U.S. owners of foreign bonds real- 
ized a total return of more than 20 percent from 
interest payments and price changes. The fol- 
lowing year, that dropped to 13.79 percent, and 
in 1988, total return declined to just Ave percent 
However, money managers continue to encour- 
age diversification Into overseas bonds; because 
it generally pays off over the long term. , 

The short-term volatility of foreign.bonds can 
be attributed to currency risk. For example, dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1993, Japanese bonds 
rewarded U.S. investors with a 16.64 percent 
total return, but Japanese Investors received 
only 2.72 percent. 

This happened because, during that period, 
the Japanese yen jumped 12 percent in relation 
to the value of the dollar. Had the dollar's value 
risen instead during that time, U.S. investors 




would have suffered. 
Currency exchange Is 
unpredictable in the short 
term. However, analysts 
agree that diversifying into 
overseas bonds generally 
pays off In the long term. 

There arc two ways to invest in overseas 
bonds: Purchase them directly through a U.S. 
broker or invest through mutual funds. 

Investors who purchase bonds directly sel- 
dom realize any price change until the bonds 
are sold or mature. If the interest remains stable, 
price fluctuation may never be a problem. 
However, if the country's economic conditions 
radically change, the bonds could become illiq- 
uid. 

Purchasing mutual funds that invest In for- 
eign bonds generally offers less risk and better 
diversification than buying Individual bonds. 
However, such mutual funds are not without 
disadvantages.

Ql I am very confusedabout the outcome of a recent interview 
I had. I spent the better part of three hours with what I hoped 
was to be my new employer. Prior to the interview, I spent hours 
at the library researching both the company and the industry 
they were in. The owner showed me around the company and 
showed me certain departments for which I would have been 
directly involved if hired. Afterward we sat in his office and 
talked further. I proceeded to tell him that I felt he could save a 
lot of time and money by changing his inventory tracking sys- 
tem to one that my former employer used and thereby reducing 
his payroll by two people in doing soL The interview ended 
abruptly with a handshake and I was told, "we'll be in touch". 
A few days have passed and I contacted the company and asked 
to speak with the Owner only to have his secretary pick up to 
inform me the position was filled. Did I go overboard? AW. 

A: Sounds as if you sank from the sound of your letter every- 
thing seemed to be going well until you started to give advice as 
to how he could better run his own company. In essence he may 
have felt that you were trying to tell him that he was cot running 
his company efficiently. No one wants to hear that, especially 
from an outsider who he interprets as knowing "zippo 'bout 
his business. Next time around take things a bit slower. Save 
your great ideas until after the position is yours. Once you are 
on the inside and have a true picture of how the operation works, 
it will be more acceptable to have a "team player" offer sugges- 
tions, than for an outsider to offer solutions before the problems 
may be recognized. Dry yourself off and try again. Good luck

The six-foot, one-inch center 
smashed Lake Zurich's rebound 
record with 1,132 rebounds and 
ascended to second on the 
school's ail-time scoring list with 
1,150 points. 

"The unique thing about 
Nicole is that she has over 1,000 
rebounds and 1 ,000 points which 
has never been done in the Fox 
Valley Conference," said Vascy's 
basketball coach Cindy Snider. 

Snider went on to say that she 
had the privilege to watch Vasey 
grow up and develop into a bas- 
ketball star for the Bears. 

Vasey started varsity basket- 
ball for three years. She was 
named to the All-Area and All- 
state (honorable mention) 
teams. Her teammates also hon- 
ored her with three MVPs. Last 
year, she averaged 21.6 points 
and 16.4 rebounds a game. 



"She's obviously talented,"

She also thinks that her older 
brothers had a lot to do with her 
development as a basketball 
player. 

"They were always pushing 
me," Vasey said of her brothers. 

Her parents, she said, played 
a hand in her development as 
well, as they encouraged her to 
participate in many basketball 
camps. 

Some of the camps she partic- 
ipated in included the DIuc Star 
Camp at Indiana State University, 
the Hi-Five Camp in Naperville, 
and last June, she was a member 
of the girls basketball squad that 
captured the title' at the Prairie 



State Games. 

"You have to show the col- 
leges who you are," Vasey said of 
the importance of attending bas- 
ketball camps. "They're not look- 
ing for you. You have to try to get 
noticed." 

Although she has not chosen 
a major yet, she said she is lean- 
ing towards accounting and ele- 
mentary education. But she plans 
on maintaining good grades and 
practicing hard enough to earn a 
starting spot on the Illini team. 
She is even playing on the Bears 
soccer team this spring to stay in 
shape, she said. 

"I'm really happy," Vasey said 
of her scholarship. "I didn't think 
1 could play Division I." . 

Her high school basketball 
coach said Vasey was a role 
model for her peers and younger 
children, and* she thinks Vasey

"If she maintains her positive 
outlook, she'll be successful both 
on and off the court," Snider said 
of her high school star center who 
will be playing in the Big Ten next 
fall.
